ITALY FOLLOWS 
JAPANESE PLAN 


War Declaration Made Suddenly 
So as to Catch Navy at a 
Disadvantage. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Persons fa- 
millar with conditions leading up to the 
war between Japan and Russia recall 
that Japan took the course which is 
now being followed by Italy tn practical- 
ly beginning hostilities without warning 
to her powerful opponent and thereby 
obtained a tremendous advantage from 
a naval point of view by preventing the 
consolidation of the two sections of the 
Russian fleet which were lying in the 
harbors of Port Arthur and Chemulpo, 
Korea. 

Most of the small Turkish fleet is off 
the Syrian coast at the extreme eastern 
end of the Mediterranean. Italy’s decla- 
ration today is believed to be with the 
deliberate purpose of getting warrant 
under international law for an attack | 
on that fleet before it can make its 
escape and find refuge in the Bosphorus 
under the shelter of the powerful shore 
defenses. Such a move would leave 
Italy plenty of leisure to deal with the 
comparatively small Turkish military 
force in Tripoli and to prevent any rein- 
forceemnts reaching that country from 
Turkey by water. 

Ne Objection at Washington. 

It is said at the State Department that 
there can be no objection by this Gov- 
ernment to the course adopted by Italy 
in this instance, so long as there is no 
undue interference with American com- 
merce or other interests. 

The Washington Goverfiment, hopeful 
until the last moment that the media- 





vent actual hostilities between Italy and 
Turkey, was scarcely prepared for news 
of actual declaration of war. 

Neither Ambassador Rockhill at Con- 
stantinople nor Ambassador Leishman 
at Rome had informed the State De- 
partment that the crisis had been 
reached. 

Ambassador Rockhill cabled that there 
was some excitement among the foreign 
element in Constantinople, presaging a 
rupture between Italy and Turkey. He 
said that departing steamers from the 
Turkish capital were crowded by for- 
eigners apprehensive of danger and add- 
ed that the city was orderly.

RUSSIA DODGES ACTION 





Pope Orders Missionaries to 
Work in Support of the 
Tripoli Occupation. 


The following dispatches show 
the attitude of government and 
press 1n European capitals on 
Italy’s seizure of Tripoli: 


GERMANY 


BERLIN, Sept. 29.—The leading morn- 
ing newspapers, following the iead of 
the afternoon papers, for the most part 
refrain from commenting on the Tripoli 
situation. The Morning Post, however, 
bitterly attacks Italy’s action, which it 
calls ‘‘robber foray.”’ It says: 

“Italy, a land where there are still 
thousands of cave dwellers, and the ma- 
jority of its inhabitants are yet illit- 
erate, occupying the lowest rank of cul- 
ture and filled with superstition, dares 
to undertake this robber escapade on 
the grounds of disorder and neglect.’’ 

The Italian Government has kept Ger- 
many as completely in the dark as she 
could, for fear Germany might do some- 
thing to hinder her action. Germany is 
trying still to do what she can to keep 
the two nations from hostilities. 

The’ newspapers strongly criticise the 
Government’s action in issuing a posi- 
tive statement from the Foreign Office 
denying that the Europear?’ governments 
had received a circular from Italy, 
whereas a few hours later the ultima- 
tum was made public. 
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ENGLAND 

LONDON, Sept. .29.—The British press 
severely has arraigned Italy for what it 
terms ‘“‘percipitate action.’”’ Germany, 
which has beeh interceding in behalf of 
Turkey for a peaceful settlement so far 
has failed to make progress, and some 
of the German papers are bitter in their 
denunciation of Italy’s methods.

FLEET BLOCKADES 
PORTS OF TRIPOLI

CHIASSu, Switzerland, on thg Italian 
frontier, Sept. 29.—The Italian flee, has 
been ordered to maintain a close block- 
ade of the Tripolitan coast and prevent 
even by force the landing of further 
reinforcements. 

Secret instructions have been given 
for the strategic distribution of ships 
along the Albanian, Macedonian and 
Syrian coasts the moment action is be- 
gun, to prevent any attempt by Turkey 
to attack the Italian coast through pri- 
vate orders, which would be easy from 
the Albanian coast, which is on the 
o.posite side of the Adriatic Sea, but a 
few hours’ sail from the Italian coast, 
which is quite undefended. 

The ships have been instructed to de- 
fend not only Italians but all foreign- 
ers on Ottoman territory, landing forces 
if necessary or taking fugitives aboard. 

The expedition consists of a complete 
army corps, which will be used in its 
entirety if necessary. It will be com- 
manded by Gen. C. Caneva, who has 
formed his staff with Gen. Briccoola and 
Gen. Pecori, each in command of a di- 
vision, and with Gen. Gastaldello of the 
general staff. ' 

His instructions are that the occupa- 


‘tion of Tripoli and Cyrene shall be con- 
' ducted with the least possible delay, but 


with prudence to avoid both foreign 
complications and unnecessary blood- 
shed. 

Admiral Aubrey, in command of the 
Italian vessels in the waters of Tripoll, 
has been instructed, when the order to 
tegin the occupation is dssued, to em- 
bark immediately the few Italians who 
may be left there and any foreigners 
wishing to leave.

She Gets Judgment Agains: 
Storage House After Her 
Furniture Is Seized. 


HIS BOND IS FORFEITED 


Second Action—Also Brought by 
Woman—Says He Charged 
58 Per Cent Interest. 


J. H. Vette, a money lender, lost $250 
in Justice Charles 8. Luce’s court Thurs- 
day over furniture he had taken from 
the Fire Proof Storage Co., although he 
was not named as party in the case. The 
suit was that of Mrs. J. F. Traynor 
against the storage house. 

Mrs. Traynor was formerly housekeep- 
er for a man named Kelleher and to- 
gether. they bought some $500 worth of 
furniture. Recently they became es- 
tranged and Mrs. Traynor put the fur- 
niture in storage, taking a warehouse re- 
ceipt. In the meantime Kelleher bor- 
rowed some money from Frank H. Al- 
ewel, Vette’s son-in-law, giving a chattel 
mortgage on the furniture. Alewel 

turned the mortgage over to Vette. 

The loan was not paid and Vette took 

the furniture, giving the storage men 
a $250 bond to indemnify them in case 
of loss. Mrs. Traynor got a judgment 
for $250 against the warehouse men on 
her receipt. This meant that the in- 
demnity bond would be forfeited and 
Vette would lose. 
- Mrs. Traynor testified that once be- 
fore she and Kelleher borrowed $25 on 
the furniture from Alewel and had to 
pay $4 principal and irterest for it. 

Mrs. Jennie H. Riepe of 4422 Delmar 
boulevard, who has brought suit against 
Vette, told Friday that she did not sup- 
pose, when she went to Vette’s office 
that he was the «money lender. She 
knew of him by reputation. The ad- 
vyertisement she answered contained the 
name of Howard C. Lunt, but she found 
she had to deal with ‘Mrs. Lunt, Vette’s 
daughter. 

“When I found Vette was to lend me 
the money I felt like backing out,’’ she 
said, “but the notes had been drawn up 

and I couldn’t very well.” 

Under these notes, Mrs. Riepe was to 
pay $175 and 8 per cent for the use of 
$360—-58 per cent in all. 

Mrs. Hiepe charges in the suit that 
Vette’s rate is usurious and that there- 
fore his mortgage on her furniture is 
void.

I do not think it need be long con- 
tinued, because I believe that the 
business community itself is rapidly 
taking in the effect of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court, ang that we 
may expect a revolution of feeling 
on the attitude of business men 
toward this step.

HARRIMAN LINES 
STRIKE CALLED FOR 
1A. ML SATURD 


35,000 Shopmen Are Ordered 
Out After Conference of Five 
Union Presidents. 


BLACKSMITHS LEAD ACTION 





Other Unions Follow and Report 
That Strike-Breakers Are 
Being Employed. 





CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—Thirty-five thou- 
sand shopmen on the Harriman lines 
and the Illinois Central will go on 
strike at 10-o’clock tomorrow morning, 
according to a final statement by J. W. 
Kline, president of the Blacksmiths’ 
Urion. 

The strike order was issued and the 
time set this morning after a confer- 
elice with five union presidents. 

W. Kline said that the men are eager 
to strike. 

He said that the reply of Vice Presi- 
dent Kruttschnitt of the Harriman roads 
to the federation’s ultimatum left no 
alternative to a strike except to with- 
draw the demands of the union. 

Memphis Led Strike. : 

The calling of the strike was precipi- 
tated by the demands of the boilermak- 
ers at Memphis, who have been out 
nearly a week in sympathy with the 
clerks. Presidents Ryan of the car men 
and Franklin of the boilermakers 
sougnt to delay the starting until the 
final count of the second ballot. 

Presidents Kline, O’Connell and Sul- 
livan overcame this on the grounds that 
the second vote had been ordered after 
the refusal of the machinists to lend 
their strength to the strike. This was 
obviated by the action of the machinists 
in Davenport. 

According to Kline, the men at all the 
shops, approximately 35,000, will quit 
work at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning 
without further notice. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 29.—Fol- 
lowing a conference here today be- 
tween Presidents J. A. Franklin and 
M. F. Ryan of the boilermakers’ and 
carmen’s unions, respectively, the two 
men sent out strike orders to the 
members of their unions this after- 
noon, About 15,000 carmen and 5000 
boilermakers are affected by the or- 


ders. : 
Nonunion Workers Hired. 


Both corroborated the statement of 
President Kline of the blacksmiths 
given in Chicago to the effect that 
the time for the calling of the strike 
was agreed upon this morning in a 
conference by wire. 

According to President Franklin, 
nonunion workers are now being em- 
ployed to take the places of the or- 
ganized men. 

“A carload of them were shipped 
out of here last week,” he said. 
“There were 30°in the party. Onlv 
one was a skilled mechanic, and 
was one of our men. Strike-break- 
ergs are also being sent out of Chi- 
cago. But in every party there are 
several of our members. Thus we 
know exactly what class of workers

Bond Will Be Renewed, and 
Hearing Set for October Date, 
With Jones as Prosecutor. 





Ellis Wainwright, rich brewer, will 
appear in Judge Hitchcock’s court Sat- 
urday morning to answer to the charge 
of bribery, made ih an indictment re- 
turned by a St. Louis grand jury in 
901. 

He is charged with having been a 
principal in the $135,000 bribery transac- 
tion between the St. Louis & Suburban 
Railway and members of the Municipal 
Assembly, the first of the boodle scan- 
dals uncovered by Joseph W. Folk as 


Circuit Attorney. | 

Wainwright,.who was in Egypt at the 
time of the indictment, remained abroad 
until last. February, when he returned 
from France and, without previous an- 
nouncement, presented himself in court 
and offered bond. - 

The bond which he-then gave is re- 
turnable at the present term of the Cir- 
cuit Court, criminal division, which ends 
Saturday, and it was announced Friday 
that he would appear then. The case 
will not go to trial Saturday, but, the 
bond will be renewed and the case) will 
be set, probably for some time in Octo- 
ber. 


Reynolds His Counsel. 

Matt G. Reynolds, former Circuit 
Judge, will be chief counsel for Wain- 
wright. Circuit Attorney Jones will be 
the prosecutor. It was understood be- 
fore Wainwright's return that Folk 
would act as special prosecutor, but no 
announcement to that effect has been 
made since Wainwright's actual appear- 
ance. 

Philip Stock, chief witness for the 
State in other prosecutions growing out 
of the Suburban deal, was in Europe at 
last accounts. Charles H. Turner, presi- 
dent of the Suburban at the time of the 
deal, who. also turned State’s evidence, 
is dead. How the State will conduct a 
prosecution without them has not been 
indicated. 

The testimony of Stock and Turner, 
with that of certain bribe takers jw! 
turned State’s evidence, sent nine f 
mer members of the House of De'eg 
to the penitentiary for their part in 
Suburban deal. All but one of tiie: 
was convicted under Folk’s prosecution: 
The last of the nine was convicted by 
Circuit Attorney Sager, Jones’ immediate 
predecessor, and his prison term expired 
more than a year ago.

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GOOD ROADS FOR FUNERALS. 

The American Association for Highway Im- 
provement will be\the first to use the films, now 
being prepared for the United States Government, 
showing the evils of bad roads and the benefits 
of good ones.

years hence, : | 
Urging tue policy of leasing Government-owneu 

coal lands, Mr. Fisher said: 

I studied the leasing law in British Colum- 
bia. Why can’t we have the same kind of a 
law? It retains the land in the control of 
government, affords a permanent retention 
and prevents the exhaustion of the land in a 
few years. But, most ‘myportant of all, it 
prevents the hoarding of the land and the 
subsequent undevelopment by capitalists, | 
Un. ' suvject of forest .onrcervaueou, Mr. Fish- 

er remarked: | 
There is a system used in Australia that | 
would bear emulation. It is that the owner 
or leaser of forests interests cannot keep title 
unless he does some development work. | 
Secretary Fisher is on the right road “to the so- 
lution of the conservation problem. The only sat- 
isfactory solution is a system which will work 
automatically to keep natural resources open for 
development on fair terms, but closed to monop- 
oly holding. Monopoly of land and its resources 
is intolérable. On the other hand, the policy of 
keeping them reserved is impossible. The doling 
out of them by Government officials is an unwise 
system which invites favoritism and scandalous 
transactions. 

The three statesmanlike and effective methods 
are the two referred to by the secretary and a 
value tax which would be no obstacle to profit- 
able use, but would preclude monopoly hoarding. 
The Lloyd-George plan of forcing monopolized 
land into the market is a surtax on unused 
land. This is an effective device to break up mo- 
nopoly.

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TROY, CARTHAGE, TRIPOLI. 

Since the discoveries of Schliemann and Dorp- 
feld have brought Homer's Troy to light as an 
actual fortified city, the claim that the founders 
of Rome and its empire were men who had with- 
stood a 10-year siege in that famous city is less 
open to dispute. Troy is no more, but Roman 
enterprise and valor changed the world’s history. 
The name of Troy stands in legend at least as 
that of the birthplace of the race which made 
Italy famous. 

Another city identified with the history of the 
Trojan colonists after they had built Rome is 
Carthage, which, like Tripoli, was situated on the 
north coast of Africa. Its site is just east of 
Tripoli, in Tunisia, now a French protectorace. 
The descendants of the men who defended Troy 
for 10 years had to fight the Carthaginians 47 
years in all before they destroyed that city. All 
they left of it was a thick bed of cinders and 
burnt bones, which is now from 13 to 16 [vet 
under the sand. 

And now it is Tripoli’s turn to face the sons of 
Aeneas. <A city of 30,000 people, she Iles with 
dilapidated walls, with no strength of men, arms 
or situation to withstand a siege, to say nothing 
of a bombardment by dreadnaughts. If Tripoli 
falls, no poet will be disposed to immortalize the 
event. It is a matter of business. The sons of 
Aeneas are out for spoils again, but they now 
have infernal machinery which makes high walls 
and individual valor of no account. After Troy 
and Carthage, Tripoli will shame Italy if she 
shows herself petty enough to batter it into sub- 
mission.

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IMPRISON THE USURERS. : 

Now that a determined effort is being made to 
put a stop to the exactions of usurers who prey 
upon the needs of persons ignorant of the law, 
the crusade should not be slackened until one or 
more of these law-breakers receives the full pen- 
alty, which is a term in jail. | 

Under section 2358 of the Revised Statutes, the 
exaction of more than 2 per cent per month “di- 
rectly or indirectly, by means of commissions or 
brokerage charges or otherwise, for the forbear- 
ance or use of money,” is forbidden. The penalty 
attached is a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $500, “and by imprisonment in the county 
jail for a period of not less than 30 days nor 
more than 90 days.” The sentence of imprison- 
ment is mandatory, not optional with the court. 

In order to prevent the loan snark from plead- 
ing some other excuse in the shape of “charges or 
expenses,” for exacting usury, the phrase “or 
otherwise” was inserted in this law. And the 
courts have held that in this regard the law ts to 
be interpreted in a generous manner. The pvo- 
hibition is not limited in scope to the taking of 
interest ‘by means of commissions or brokerage 
charges or similar devices, “but applies,” says the 
court, “to the taking of usurious interest ‘n ex- 
cess of the prescribed rate by any means.”

WILL NOT BE BURIED 


Declares St. Louis Has Few 
Statues and Most of Them 
Are Hidden. 


George Julian Zolnay, sculptor of the 
Iaclede statue, just back from a visit 
to thé home town of Pierre “aclede, 
Liguest in Southern France, learned 
Friday for the first time that the 
statue of the founder of St. Louis is 
not to stand in the place formerly in- 
tended, a sunken garden between the 
new Municipal Courts building and the 
City Hall. The decision of city offi- 
clals to that effect was announced 
in the Post-Dispatch last Sunday. 

“T shall see President Reber or Archi- 
tect Taylor at once and inquire as to 
the new plans,” said Prof. Zolnay to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘I shall not 
object’ to having the statue placed on 
the Market street side of the Municipal 
Courts building. But I would not con- 
sent to a location on the Clark avenue 
side, to be hidden as the Grant statue 


is now. No, sir. I would raise hell! 


Might Move Grant Statue, 


“If they wish to have the two statues 
on the same side, fhe Grant monument 
could be removed to the north side of 
the city hall, Yo stand where a flower 
bed now is. It would not be best to 
Have it too near the Laclede statue, for 
(jrant is only seven feet tall, while La- 
clede is going to be at least nine and 
one-half feet: But that is a detail which 
can be worked. The suggestion of a 
flagstaff between the two buildings is 
<a yood one, provided the flagstaff is not 
«a mere pole, but is a metal staff with a 
; edestal. 

“St. Louis has very few statues—few- 
er than any other large city I know of. 
And most of the statues we have are 
hidden from the public. I was in St. 
l.ouls more than two years before I saw 


' the Grant statue. The Bates statue is 


where few persons sée it. It would be 
unpardonable to hide any more statues 
us these are hidden, and I would not 
<are to give my best energies to the con- 
struction of a statue which the people 
would not see. 

Work to Begin at Once. 


' “While abroad this summer I decided 
that, in view of its intended place be- 
tw: the tywo.,huildings, the Laclede 
aue should be larger than I had at 
rst designed it, and I decided to make 
it 104% feet high, instead of 9%. If it is 
not to stand in the sunken garden, per- 
haps 9% feet will be tall enough. 
“IT shall be®in work on the model at 


~ onee, and hope to kave it finished by 


Dec, 1. By early spring the statue 
should be ready. After that, the time of 


“unveiling it. will be at the pleasure of 


whe city officials. Perhaps they will wish 
to combine the ceremony with some 
“public event, or with the fall festivities 
of next year.” 

* Prof. Zolnay and his wife motored 
from Bordeaux, France, to Bedous, the 
home of Laclede. In this isolated place, 
which a century and a half has changed 
but little, the sculptor was delighted to 
find that the men still wear the cavalier 
costume which he placed on Pierre La- 
clede in the statue, and that, save for a 
few such minor details as shoe buckles, 
there was nothing in-his design that re- 


_ quired change. —

“Dr, Madamet, ,the mayor of Bedous. 
S the lineal descendant of Pierre 
waclede,"’ said Prof. Zolnay, “‘and his 
resemblance to the figure I had con- 
ceived ig so Striking hat I felt I had 
been almost a seer’ I was aided in my 
‘original work’ by a portrait in the pos- 
session of the — family, ‘showing 
Laciede’s features,. but still I would 
‘not heve believed it possible that the 
‘great-great-grandson would be so much 
the image*of what I had conceived his 
uncestor to be. 

“M...Madamet is well versed in the’ 
histor? of Laclede, and expressed a 
desire to see the city which Laclede 
founded. I felt safe in assuring him 


that he would have the time of his 


life if he were to visit us, and I hope 
-he may do s0, perhaps at the time 
when the Laclede statue fs unvelled.”
